Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 40-51 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by 
Cambi (USP 5,825,283). 

See the appropriate paragraph of the 8/4/06 Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 52-55 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The claims are not clear where the second radio frequency transmitter unit is 
located. Additionally, it is not clear what signal or conditions will require the 
transmission from the second radio frequency transmitter. 

Claim 53 states the first transmission from the second transmitter occurs without 
a determination by the Breathalyzer unit. It is not clear what means are required to 
accomplish these functions of coordination of the first transmitter and second 
transmitter. It appears a logic circuit would be required. 
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Claim 54 states a third signal is sent. This is confusing because a second signal 
has not been identified. Furthermore, it is not clear what means are required to 
accomplish these functions of coordination of the first transmitter and second 
transmitter. It appears a logic circuit would be required. 

Claim 55 is not clear what means would be required to make the second 
transmitter "tamper proof (e.g. recited structural elements that would make it tamper 
proof). 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 52-55 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. The original specification does not describe a 
"second transmitter unit" as presently claimed. At best on page 4 a standard code is 
differentiated from the Breathalyzer code. The original specification does not appear to 
teach the claimed processing steps and sending of a fist and third signals. Please 
clarify where the support is believed to be for these amendments. Additionally, the 
original specification does not teach a "tamper-proof device". 



Response to Arguments 
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Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/6/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicants' traverse the rejections over Cambi on the basis this reference fails to 
teach the claimed method of use of the apparatus (e.g. the direction of the information 
as argued by Applicants"). The method of intended use of an apparatus is of no 
patentable moment with respect to the pending apparatus claims. Applicants' also state 
Cambi fails to teach a breath alcohol detector. The Office has specifically pointed out 
the taught breath alcohol detector(28) and maintains there is no difference between 
Cambi and the cited prior art. 

Applicants' remarks concerning Conners et al. were convincing. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
